T eee that Mr. P. Burns ‘bas at 
last fotiad that he is not 90 safe 
and sure of his gtip on the far- 
reread hé appeared to think he 
was. “He is afraid he sees a chance 
for them to get away. Mr. Barns 
should have been taking alarm 
these last few years, that he and 
his company have beén planning 
to squeeze the producers of his 


“raw material. To all who have 


any knowledge as to how things 
have been going it appears that 
they have been trying harder to 
put down the price of live hogs, 
and to put up oured meat prices to 
the consumer, than they have been 
to reduce the margin between the 
two. Ifhe had pulled the beam 
out of his own eye, he would not 
have had to wait for the high 
price of wheat, and the effort of 
the discouraged meat producers 
to make a little out of winter 
wheat while there is a ohanoe to 
do ao, to explain the lack of in- 
terest snd reasonable advancement 
in the meat production. 


Mr. Burns has squeeled plenty 
goon enough: he has not been 
hurt yet by the farmers going in- 
to winter wheat, to compare with 
what I consider he has injured 
himeelf by the discouraging treat- 
ment he has awarded the goose 
which has been laying his golden 
eggs. The farmers generally do 
not have much love for him and 
his company. But they are not 
silly enough in the mixed farming 
districts to-give up the production 
of meat until compelled to do so, 
for the winter wheat proposition, 
any farther than it enters into the 
proper rotation of crops. To go 
fnrther into winter wheat would 
only be temporary prosperity and 
the majority of the thinking far. 
mers know that, if Mr. Burns 
never tells them any more about 
it. If they had not known more 
about it than what he told them, 
they would never have worked so 
hard for Government aid in the 
curing and marketing of the meat 
products in the districts where 
Mr. Burns and his company have 
been having such good pasture. 
It now appears they fear they 
have pastured closer than they 
realized. We do not want to see 
Burns and Co. injured any more 
than we do any other basiness in- 
terest. They should be consider- 
ed as a single finger on an hand of 
the body of forces that are devel- 
oping this great new oountry; 
when we hurt them we hurt the 
whole body. I shall say right 
here and now, that I do sincerely 
hope that the forces which have 
been working so. hard and so well 
together and with such good pros- 
pects of successful results are not 
going to go to sleep at this stage 
of the game and allow Mr. Burns 
and his associates to injure the 
whole body and exentually knook 
themselves out of a profitable 
business by continuing their past 
policies. If we yet the govern- 
ment plant it will give confidence 
and encouragement to the live 
stock production to such an ex- 
tent that thoug h the yovernment 
plant gets the required amount 
Mr. Burns and al! the rest of the 
like interests will have more to do 
than they would without it. Tne 
farmers have such faith in it as a 
regulator that they would not hesi- 
tate to embark much wore heavily 
thau they are willing or likely to 
do if the whole business of making 
prices is left to the same parties 
who have been manipulating them 
in the past and driving more out 
of the business than high price of 
wheat is induciny to leaveit. The 
present good prices bave bad a 
good stimulating the 
stock yrowiny interests lo some ex 
tent.
